May o r Francis R. Ko enig, reacting swiftly to pro tect 
what he terms “ the public’s interests” in the Upto wn Park­ 
ing Garage, has fo rced the cancellatio n o f the Upto wn Busi­ 
nessmen’s Asso ciatio n’s (paid) mo nthly parking endeav o r 
nt the Senate Parking Lo t. The Senate Parking Lo t is still 


o pen to the public, but at no charge. 
The co ntro v ersy began sho rtly after the city o fficially 
o pened the No rth Fro nt Parking Garage o n March 1 and 
declared that the 12 0 mo nthly parking permits at £ 10 fo r 
co v ered parking and £ 8 fo r o pen parking were “ so ld o ut. 
Figuring there might he an additio nal demand fo r mo re 
mo nthly parking spaces, the businessmen, o n March 6 , be­ 
gan to .so licit fo r mo nthly paiking at the Senate Lo t. I he 
businessmen had been pay ing fo r sno w remo v al co sts and 
insurance. 
“ W e were just try ing to break ev en,” Glenn Stampfle, 
president o f the Upto wn Businessmen's Asso ciatio n to ld I he 
Freeman. “ W e had almo st a tho usand do llars sunk into that 
(Senate) parking lo t. W e weren’t lo o king to make a pro fit. 
W e were go ing to turn the pro fits, if any , o v er to the state.” 
Ko enig didn't see it that way at all. First he called 
Stampfle and charged that the businessmen’s gro up was in 
co mpetitio n with the city at the No rth Fro nt Street Parking 
Garage and undercutting the city , to bo o t. “ I feel it is un­ 
fair to the tax pay ers who h iv e put a lo t o f mo ney (£ 7 00,- 
000) into that parking garner.” Ko enig said to day . “ The 


businessmen were in co mpetitio n with the city . And we built 
that garage fo r them in the first place.” 
Ko enig also to ld the businessmen that he felt their charg­ 
ing fo r parking at the Senate Parking Lo t was illegal. 'Hie 
land is o wned by the New Yo rk State Histo ric Trust. 
Ko enig’s nex t call was to Do nald Stew ard, directo r o f the 
Palisades Park Co mmissio n, an arm o f the State Histo ric 
Trust, which is in charge o f the Senate Parking Lo t. 
Steward co nfirmed that the businessmen had no right to 
charge fo r parking at the Senate lo t. Steward said he had 
giv en v erbal appro v al to the businessmen in December to 
use the parking lo t (o nly ) fo r the Christmas Ho liday 
seaso n. 
Steward to ld The Freeman this sv eek that he wasn’t ev en 
aware that the businessmen had co ntinued to use the park­ 
ing lo t after the Christmas ho liday s. 
“ W hen the state lo st its co ncessio naire at the Senate 
Parking Lo t late last y ear, thev were go ing to clo se the lo t,” 
Stampfle said. “ W e (the businessmen) asked them if they 
wo uld keep it o pen if we wo uld pay fo r the co st o f sno w re­ 
mo v al and insurance. The state agrred.” 
After Ko enig info rmed the businessmen that he was co n­ 
tacting Steward, the businessmen, acco rding to Stampfle. de­ 
cided to cease so liciting mo nthly paid parkers at the Senate 
Lo t until thev co uld get a definite ruling fro m Steward. 
March 8 , three day s after it started, paid parking halted at 
the Senate lo t. Thirty custo mers had been realized. Stew­ 
ard’s ruling to Stampfle came o n March 10. 
The key to the future o f the Senate Parking lo t lies in 
the state’s plans to co nv ett it into a park area fo r the Senate
